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IDEM looking to test private wells 
of several dozen local homeowners 


Elevated levels of contaminants detected in Treaty Creek

Next week, state and local 
agencies will be asking sev- 
eral dozen southern Wabash 
County homeowners for per- 
mission to test their private 
drinking water wells after el- 
evated levels of contaminants 
were detected in Treaty Creek. 

On Thursday, the Indiana 
Department of Environmental 


Management (IDEM) direc- 
tor of communications Ryan 
T. Clem said they — in partner- 
ship with the Indiana Depart- 
ment of Health (ISDH) and the 
Wabash County Department 
of Health — were responding 
to reports of elevated levels of 
Perfluorooctane sulfonic acid 
(PFOS) and perfluorooctanoic 
acid (PFOA) in Treaty Creek. 
Per- and polyfluoroalkyl sub- 
stances (PFAS) are a class of 


synthetic, organic chemicals 
that contain fluorine. 

"Out of an abundance of 
caution," IDEM, along with 
the local health department, 
is asking approximately 65 
property owners located with- 
in 300 feet of Treaty Creek for 
permission to test their private 
drinking water wells to ensure 
unsafe levels of PFAS have 
not entered their wells. 

“The testing will be con- 


ducted at no cost to the prop- 
erty owner,” said Clem. “We 
sent these letters out. We need 
permission from the property 
owners to take these samples. 
We are proactively offering 
to provide bottled water to 
folks who are getting their 
wells sampled. People will be 
concerned so we thought we 
would just offer it.” 

Clem said because many 
PFAS have “useful proper- 
ties,’ they have been used 
since the 1940s in products 
such as textiles, paper, cook- 


ware, firefighting foams and 
electronics. PFOS and PFOA 
are among the most widely 
used PFAS. 

Clem said exposure to PFAS 
does not mean that you will 
have health problems now or 
in the future. The immediate 
health risks for most people 
exposed to PFAS are “low.” 
Both PFOA and PFOS are 
"commonly" found in people 
and the environment. 

The EPA (Environmental

Hidden treasure 


Time capsule was 
hidden in the 1899 
cornerstone of the 
Manchester 
Administration Building

One of the last relics re- 
moved from the at Manches- 
ter University was the 1889 
cornerstone of Bumgerdner 
Hall at what was then North 
Manchester College. 

Last week, the cornerstone 
was moved to the receiving 
area of Neher Maintenance 
Center, where it sat on a pallet 
for several days and had a few 
visitors. 

Then, on the morning of Fri- 
day, Feb. 18, longtime mainte- 
nance technician Andy Brown 
was on the stairs nearby and 
noticed that a square section 
on the bottom of the corner- 
stone was a different color 
than the stone. 

“I wondered,’ he said, 
"Could that be a time cap- 
sule?" 

He got closer and saw that 
the section looked like tin. 
When he touched it, the lid fell 
open and some of the contents 
fell out. There were newspa- 
pers, written lists, small books. 

Everything inside the box 
was from 1889, the year 
Roanoke Classical Semi- 
nary founded by the United 
Brethren Church in Roanoke 
moved to North Manchester 
and changed its name. Bumg- 
erdner Hall was at the east end 
of what was later named the 
Administration Building. The 
building on College Avenue 
had a central portion that was 
built in 1920, connecting the 
1889 building with the 1895 
Bible School building at the 
west end. 

“One of the best things 
for me is that we found a 
hand-written faculty list and a 
student list?’ said Manchester 
archivist Jeanine Wine, who 
transported the fragile finds in 
an archival storage box from 
the maintenance center to the 
archive area of Funderburg

Library. 

Wine carefully spread the 
items on a table, looking at the 
names and making connec- 
tions, making plans. 

One exciting find was the 
name of a student, Silvanues 
L. Heeter, possibly written 
in his hand. Heeter’s family 


has been on a genealogical 
search tracing their relative’s 
educational history from Indi- 
ana to Minneapolis, where he 
worked as an assistant super- 
intendent of schools. 

There are several items con- 
nected to family members of 
Manchester’s first president,

ISDH: Wabash 
County 
downgraded 
to orange 
COVID-19 
advisory 


The state reported 
148th local virus death 
on Tuesday, Feb. 22

After more than a month 
of being listed in the red, 
or highest, COVID-19 advi- 
sory level, Wabash County 
was downgraded to orange, 
or second-highest, category 
during the Indiana State De- 
partment of Health’s (ISDH) 
weekly county metrics up- 
date. 

During the previous week’s 
update on Wednesday, Feb. 
16, the state flagged Wabash 
as the only county in the 
state with an alert because 
of “a large number of the 
weekly cases being attribut- 
able to congregate settings.” 
On Thursday, Feb. 17, ISDH 
Office of Public Affairs di- 
rector and deputy chief of 
staff Jennifer O’ Malley said 
a county is flagged if more 
than 30 percent of the cases 
during that reporting period 
were located in congregate 
setting facilities. 

That additional alert has 
also since been removed by

Protection Agency) has es- 
tablished lifetime drinking 
water health advisory levels 
for PFOA and PFOS at 70 
parts per trillion. One part per 
trillion is 1 second in 32,000 
years or less than one drop 
of water in an Olympic-sized 
swimming pool. This health 
advisory level offers a margin 
of protection for all Amer- 
icans throughout their life 
from adverse health effects 
resulting from exposure to 
PFOA and PFOS in drinking 
water. This level also offers 
protection to the most sen- 
sitive populations, including 
pregnant women and infants. 

“PFOS is not an acute threat. 
Its a long-term, it kind of 
accumulates in people and 
animals and the environment 
and it is already in the envi- 
ronment,” said Clem. “This 
stuff is just everywhere. And 
it’s referred to as the forever 
chemical because of its make- 
up. It just does not break down 
in the environment like other 
substances do. So that’s why 
it’s persistent in the environ- 
ment because it just doesn’t 
break down.” 

Indiana American Water 
(IAW) alerted IDEM to the 
detection of PFAS in raw 
water from one of its drink- 
ing water wells and in Treaty 
Creek in July 2021. IAW re- 
moved the well from service. 

"The PFAS were never in 
the finished water to any- 
body,” said Clem. 

Clem said IDEM “imme- 
diately” sampled three addi- 
tional public water systems’ 
drinking water wells located 
adjacent to the creek in Au- 
gust 2021. The water systems 
sampled were Southwood El- 
ementary School, Southwood 
High School, and White’s 
Residential & Family Ser- 
vices. There were no detec- 
tions of PFAS in any of the 
drinking water wells. 

“That was good. They didn’t 
have any immediate prob- 
lems,’ said Clem. 

IDEM conducted addition- 
al surface water sampling in 
Treaty Creek in December 
2021 to confirm previous re- 
ports of PFAS in the creek and 
to sample additional locations. 
Results of this sampling were 
received by IDEM in January 
2022 and showed elevated 
levels of PFAS in the creek. 

PFAS was not detected in 
the three public water supply 
wells adjacent to the creek, 
but “out of an abundance of 
caution, IDEM wants to en- 
sure unsafe levels of PFOS 
contamination have not af- 
fected private drinking water 
wells near the creek.” 

Clem said late last year 
IDEM went back to verify 
what levels to confirm if Trea- 
ty Creek had elevated PFAS 
levels. 

“We got those results back 
late last month and confirmed 
there are elevated levels of 
PFAS in Treaty Creek,” said 
Clem. “We don’t have any 
evidence that any wells have 
been affected. However, we 
want to make doubly sure 
that private drinking water 
wells within 300 feet of the 
creek have not been influ- 
enced by surface water in the 
creek.” 

In partnership with the local 
health department, IDEM is 
sampling drinking water wells 
located within approximately 
300 feet of Treaty Creek to en- 
sure the wells are below U.S. 
EPA's lifetime health advisory 
level for PFAS. 

"Any results that come back 
over the limit we'll re-sample. 
There are only two labs in In- 
diana that sample for PFOS 
because the process is very 


delicate and there are so many 
things with PFAS in it" said 
Clem. “With our samplers, 
they’re encouraged not to 
shower, can’t use soap, sham- 
poo, don’t wear anything wa- 
terproof, don’t eat at fast-food 
restaurants. PFOS is just ev- 
erywhere, in perfume, in co- 
logne. Even minute amounts 
can affect the sample. So, 
that’s why we’ll re-sample. If 
it’s confirmed to be above that 
lifetime health advisory, that’s 
when we'll have a discussion 
with the homeowner.” 

Drinking water wells locat- 
ed within this proximity to the 
creek are more likely to inter- 
act with surface water from 
the creek. 

“For the ones we haven’t 
got the forms back we’ll be 
knocking on the door some- 
time in the next week,” said 
Clem. 

Drinking water from a pub- 
lic water system is regulated 
by IDEM and the U.S. EPA 
and is tested for many con- 
taminants regularly. 

“The public water systems 
in your area meet all require- 
ments of the federal Safe 
Drinking Water Act,’ stated 
IDEM. 

Private drinking water wells 
are not regulated by IDEM or 
the U.S. EPA. Properties lo- 
cated in the testing area, with- 
in 300 feet of the creek, are 
more likely to pull in surface 
water from Treaty Creek into 
their drinking water wells. 
Wells located outside this area 
are not likely to be affected by 
surface water in the creek. 

“Within that proximity there 
is the greater likelihood, not 
a certainty, but there’s a great 
likelihood that those drinking 
water wells could possibly be 
pulling surface water from the 
creek into the well. If you’re 
further away from that, there’s 
not a very good chance of 
interacting with that water at 
all,’ said Clem. 

IDEM has reached out to 
property owners in the testing 
area and will be testing the 
water in their wells, free of 
charge, as soon as the agency 
receives permission from the 
property owner. 

“If testing confirms levels 
above 70 parts per trillion, 
actions to reduce any po- 
tential health effects will be 
discussed with the property 
owner. These actions could 
include bottled water, installa- 
tion of water filtration equip- 
ment, drilling a deeper well, or 
alternative water sources such 
as connection to an available 
public water system,’ stated 
IDEM. 

Water filtration equipment 
using activated carbon or re- 
verse osmosis are effective at 
removing PFOA and PFOS 
from drinking water. 

“There’s several short-term 
and long-term solutions,” 
said Clem. “Bottled water, 
obviously not a long-term 
solution. There are filters, 
activated carbon and reverse 
osmosis filters that are effec- 
tive at reducing PFOS. Obvi- 
ously drilling a deeper well or 
moving a well further away or 
connecting to, say, (IAW) is 
another possibility. We’re not 
anticipating a lot of hits, but 
if we have a lot of people that 
might be a possibility in the 
future.” 

Many home drinking water 
treatment units are certified 
by independent accredited 
third-party organizations 
against American National 
Standards Institute (ANSI) 
standards to verify their con- 
taminant removal claims. 
NSF International (NSF) 
has developed a protocol for 
NSF/ANSI Standards 53 and 
58 that establishes minimum 
requirements for materials, 
design and construction, and 
performance of  point-of- 
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use (POU) activated carbon 
drinking water treatment 
systems and reverse osmosis 
systems that are designed to 
reduce PFOA and PFOS in 
public water supplies. Car- 
bon filtration and reverse 
osmosis water systems are 
effective at removing PFAS 
contamination. Another op- 
tion is connecting the prop- 
erty to a community water 
system or considering drill- 
ing a deeper well that is not 
under the influence of sur- 
face water. Water softeners 
and boiling the water will 
not remove PFAS contami- 
nation. 

Clem said IDEM is working 
to identify the source of the 
contaminant. 

"We're still investigating. 
We've not confirmed the 
source of the PFOS. I think 
some people in our staff have 
ideas of who it may be and 
we'll be sampling those lo- 
cations next week as well. So 
we'll hopefully have that in- 
formation back in a couple of 
weeks. We're hoping that we 
have at least a source. I mean, 
there may be multiple sourc- 
es;" said Clem. 

Clem said they are currently 
testing public water systems 
around the state specifically 
for these contaminants. 

We've finished the first 
round of sampling, and this 
next round, it goes by popu- 
lation served,” said Clem. “To 
date, we've not found any- 
thing that's above the EPA's 
health advisory levels. There 
have been a few where we've 
found hits, its been under 
10, like six or seven parts per 
trillion, so nothing that's ap- 
proaching that health advisory 
limit.” 

Clem said to stop the influx 
of contaminants, they first had 


to find where they were com- 
ing from. 

“Once you stop the source, 
it will eventually kind of dis- 
sipate and kind of wash out 
of the creek,” said Clem. “It’s 
not like lead which lead would 
fall and be embedded in the 
creek. This is definitely a sub- 
stance that likes the water and 
does travel. Once we identi- 
fy a source and we’re able to 
eliminate 

that source, we would ex- 
pect the levels 

over time would go down.” 

Clem said for homeowners 
who are being provided bot- 
tled water should use it for 


cooking, drinking, making 
baby formula and brushing 
their teeth. 

Clem said even if the wa- 
ter has these contaminants in 
it “you can shower, you can 
bathe, you can use it to wash 
your clothes, wash dishes, all 
that kind of stuff" 

"Really the main pathway is 
ingesting water,’ said Clem. 
“We don’t even have any reg- 
ulatory limits on it. We don’t 
want anybody swimming in 
the creek or drinking the wa- 
ter. You don’t absorb it through 
your skin. The biggest thing is 
if you were swimming or tak- 
ing a shower with water that

does have PFOS in it would 
be accidentally getting it in 


your mouth.”

In his book, “The Eye of the 
Storm," Max Lucado tells the 
story of Chippie the parakeet. 
Chippie loved to sing. That 
day was no different as he 
perched on a low beam in his 
cage, singing his heart out.

The owner gasped as she 
put down her phone and 
turned off the vacuum and 
opened up the container. 
Little Chippie was alive but 
stunned. Because he was 
covered in dirt and dust, she 
grabbed him and raced to the 
bathroom, turned on the fau- 
cet and held Chippie under 
the running water to clean 
him up. 

Then realizing Chippie was

looked by his father (1 Sam- 
uel 16:11-12). He became a 
national hero by taking down 
Goliath, only to stoke the 
flames of jealous rage in the 
current king, a man named 
Saul (1 Samuel 18:6-9). 
When Saul’s jealousy became 
unhinged, David fled for his 
life, living on the lam for the 
next several years. At one 
point, his only escape was to 
flee to an enemy nation for 
protection (1 Samuel 27:1). It 
was an intense time for David 
— always on the run, facing 
sleepless nights, betrayed by 
people he defended, unable to 
see family, and at one point 
losing his family to a raiding 
party — and almost his own 
life — only to turn around 
and save them all with God's 
help. In every way possible 
he felt sucked in, washed 
up and blown over. What he 
faced was enough to knock 
the song and hope and joy out 
of anyone. 

But David kept turning to 
God, and our God has a way 


breathing His new life into 
us, and even a new song. 
Here's how David put it in 
Psalm 40: 

I waited patiently for the 
Lord to help me, and he 
turned to me and heard my 
cry.

3 He has given me a new 
song to sing, a hymn of praise 
to our God. (Psalm 40:1-3)

por were reported in cities 
across Ukraine early Thursday 
morning after President Vladimir 
Putin of Russia vowed in a speech to 
"demilitarize" the neighboring nation, 
and any hope for a peaceful reso- 
lution to the crisis appeared all but 
snuffed out. On Wednesday, Ukraine 
declared a 30-day state of emergen- 
Cy, called up military reserves and 
warned its citizens to leave Russia. 
The European Union announced 

it was preparing to handle a large 
influx of refugees uprooted by war. 
Financial markets are bracing for the 
turmoil that a land war and sanc- 
tions could unleash across the global 
economy. 

As the cause of all of this, Vladi- 
mir Putin is giving a master class in 
dangerous and destructive leadership 
and making it all the more important 
that President Biden and other nations 
stand resolutely together in the face 
of threats, feints and misinformation 
and remain disciplined and ener- 
gized in confronting Mr. Putin. He 
is clearly playing a long game, and 
the West should continue to prepare 
for that and make clear, as Mr. Biden 
has done, that the Russian president 
is acting unacceptably and will pay 
consequences for his actions. 

The scope of Mr. Putin's professed 
ambition is alarming and bewildering 
for much of the world. As Mr. Biden 
asked, “Who in the Lord's name 
does Putin think gives him the right 
to declare new so-called countries on 
territory that belonged to his neigh- 
bors?" 


All this makes clear that Mr. Putin's 
attack is not primarily about NATO or 
security. It's all about his xenophobic, 
imperial and misguided notion that 
Ukraine was inherently an append- 
age of Russia, its independence a 
historical fluke and its rulers usurpers. 
His recognition of separatist states 
in Ukraine extended not only to 
enclaves controlled by pro-Russian 
forces but also to entire provinces, 
amounting to a major chunk of 
Ukrainian territory that includes the 
important port of Mariupol. 

The magnitude of the Russian 
gambit is staggering. Whatever Mr. 
Putin's ideas on how Ukraine should 
relate to Russia, whatever his griev- 
ances over Western encroachment on 
what he perceives as Russia's sphere 
of influence, whatever his views on 
Russia's place in Europe and the 
world, an unprovoked invasion of 
a sovereign European state is an 
unprovoked declaration of war on a 
scale, on a continent and in a century 
when it was thought to be no longer 
possible. 

If nothing else, Mr. Putin should 
consider what this means for his 
people, to whom he has lied, day 
after day, about purported threats and 
slights from Ukraine and the West. 
There will be body bags coming 
home to Russia and economic 
dislocation and global ostracism for 
a nation that has suffered terribly 
over the past century from war and 
totalitarian rule. 

Mr. Biden, for his part, has managed 
this crisis with toughness, patience, 


resolve and dignity, revealing regular- 
ly what American intelligence knew 
about Mr. Putin's schemes. It was a 
novel approach to crisis management 
in the age of social media and proba- 
bly helped harden European resolve 
during the ambiguous monthslong 
buildup of Russian forces. Mr. Putin 
should see that this is the resolute 
face of the world's premier democra- 
cy and most powerful nation. 

Secretary of State Antony Blinken 
canceled a meeting scheduled for 
this week with the Russian foreign 
minister, Sergey Lavrov. In a letter 
to Mr. Lavrov, Mr. Blinken said that 
diplomatic offramps exist “if Russia 
is prepared to take demonstrable steps 
to provide the international commu- 
nity with any degree of confidence 
it’s serious about de-escalating and 
finding a diplomatic solution.” 

Mr. Biden and America’s NATO 
allies have properly declared going 
to war with Russia over Ukraine 
unthinkable. Ukraine, far weaker mil- 
itarily than Russia, will have to bear 
the brunt of the attack alone, though, 
as Mr. Biden warned, the sanctions 
against Russia will have far-reaching 
economic costs for Europe and the 
United States, starting with an inevi- 
table increase in the cost of energy. 

Mr. Biden was right not to unleash 
the full arsenal of sanctions yet. As 
long as there is the slightest chance 
of deterring a full-scale invasion, 
he and his allies and partners must 
retain sticks and carrots, however 
few remain. That could include 
declaring Mr. Putin and his lieuten- 
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ants war criminals, subject to arrest 
anywhere outside Russia. Many 
more banks can be added to the 
few that have been barred from the 
global financial system; trade in a 
broad array of technologies needed 
by Russian industry can be banned. 

These sanctions will also hurt 
the West, especially Germany, and 
Russia may well retaliate through 
cyberattacks or other means that 
could shake global energy markets. 
Any such costs should be weighed 
against the gravity of what Russia 
has done. 

Analysts and historians will long 
debate whether Mr. Putin’s griev- 
ances had bases in fact, whether the 
United States and its allies were too 
cavalier in expanding NATO, whether 
Russia was justified in believing that 
its security was compromised. There 
will also be heated questioning over 
whether Mr. Biden and other Western 
leaders could have done more to 
assuage Mr. Putin. 

But no, there is absolutely no 
justification for a brazen invasion of 
a weaker neighbor. To answer Mr. 
Biden’s anguished question, nobody 
and nothing have given Mr. Putin 
the right to seize territory or decide 
the fate of neighboring nations. The 
consequences of his aggression will 
be terrible for Ukraine and painful for 
the West and will exact a huge cost on 
Russia in lives and stunted develop- 
ment. For all this, Mr. Putin carries 
the full responsibility.

House Bill 1071, “Report on 
global war on terrorism mon- 
ument," passed 89-0 out of the 
House.

And they told Frye, 
who is the chairman of the House 
Committee on Veterans Affairs and 
Safety, they didn’t want this bill — 
after he co-sponsored it, heard it 
and voted three times for it. 

Frye then asked Sen. Jim Tomes, 
R-Wadesville, who is the chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Veter- 
ans Affairs and the Military, not to 
hear this bill. 

Huston signed the legislation and 
it was forwarded to the Senate. 
Taking such action could be con- 
sidered disrespectful to the entire 
House, Speaker Todd Huston and 
veterans through the state. 

The IWMC chairman also called 
Tomes and told him not to hear the 
bill. Several calls were made to 
Tomes and no hearing. 

The bill required the IWMC 
to propose the construction of a 
suitable monument to the men and 
women of Indiana who lost their 
lives in the global war on terror- 
ism. It requires the [WMC to con- 
duct five public meetings concern- 
ing the proposed monument. The 
bill provides that a meeting must 
be held in Indianapolis and each of 
the four regions of Indiana. It fur- 
ther requires the IWMC to submit 
a detailed description of the pro- 
posed monument to the legislative 
council and the governor before 
Nov. 1. There was even funding 
provided in the bill to do this. 

How hard can this be? Indiana 
law directs the Commission to do 
this. Yet they said they “didn’t sign 
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up for this.” They said this on the 
record in December when they met 
with Davisson. 

Veterans service organizations 
throughout Indiana would surely 
assist as they have many times 
in the past. I know the Military 
and Veterans Coalition of Indiana 
would and so would the Reserve 
Organization of America. I know 
because I am a leader in both. 

The director of the Indiana 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
(IDVA) has said he was willing to 
support this effort. Davisson said 
he was willing to amend the bill to 
add IDVA to the bill and to reduce 
the number of meetings around the 
state from five to three. 

Looks like Gov. Eric Holcomb 
needs to replace all the commis- 
sioners on the [WMC and get staff 
and veterans willing to do the work 
as required by law. 

Elected officials are supposed to 
represent their constituents — in 
this case, they were overridden 
by the interest of a few legislators 
who took it upon themselves to kill 
this bill after it passed. 

Veterans should be outraged. Call 
the governor and tell him it's time 
to replace the IWMC with veterans 
willing to do the job. It is also time 
for voters to remind legislators that 
they work for the people and not 
state agencies or a few people not 
willing to do the will of the people.

The citizenry fell into the pattern 
as well, since “Every man raised 
himself by depressing his neigh- 
bor.” Citizens accepted injustice 
“as if there were no other choice to 
do it or to suffer it.”

spite, a salade 
nicoise comes 
to mind. 
While this 
Proven- 
cal-inspired 
salad is easily 
associated 
with sipping rose on a sunny 
terrace on the Cote d' Azur 
(don't we wish), a salade 
nicoise is relatively flexible 
and composed of heartier 
ingredients for a light and 
fresh midwinter meal. The 
salad traditionally comprises 
a clockwork of ingredients, 
artfully arranged on a plate or 
platter. The costar of the sal- 
ad is tuna, and while you may 
sometimes find a piece of 
rare ahi tuna perched on your 
plate, I prefer to use jarred 
high-quality tuna in olive oil. 
Yep, the fancy stuff, which 
incidentally can be purchased 


in advance and stashed in the 
pantry, ready for an impulsive 
weeknight dinner. 

Note that the olive oil truly 
makes a difference and is 
worth the caloric splurge. Un- 
like water, oil adds richness, 
body and lip-smacking flavor 
to the tuna. And the term “‘co- 
star" is correct, because a sal- 
ade nicoise is essentially the 
sum of its ingredients -- in 
this case, parboiled potatoes, 
al dente green beans, hard- 
cooked eggs, and a smatter- 
ing of salty, briny garnishes, 
all of which complement 
each other beautifully and are 
bound together by an herby, 
piquant Dijon vinaigrette. 


Salade Nicoise 


Active time: 30 minutes 
Total time: 30 minutes, 
plus cooling time 
Yield: Serves 2 as a light 
main course 


Vinaigrette: 

2 tablespoons red wine vin- 
egar 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 

1 garlic clove, minced or 
pushed through a press 

1 teaspoon minced tarragon 
(optional) 


1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 

1/4 teaspoon freshly ground 
black pepper 

1/8 cup extra-virgin olive oil 


Salad: 

4 ounces green beans or hari- 
cots verts 

8 ounces new or small pota- 
toes 

Butter lettuce leaves 

2 hard-cooked eggs, peeled, 
halved or quartered 

1/2 small English cucumber, 
with skin, sliced on the diag- 
onal 

1 cup halved grape or cherry 
tomatoes 

1/4 cup black olives, such as 
Kalamata or nicoise 

6 ounces tuna fillets in olive oil 
(half-heartedly drained)

again before serving). 

Bring a medium pot of 
salted water to a boil. Add the 
beans and cook until bright in 
color and crisp-tender, 1 to 2 
minutes. Remove with tongs 
or a slotted spoon, transfer to 
a colander and run under cold 
water to stop the cooking 
process. 

To the same pot, add the po- 
tatoes. Bring the water back 
to a boil, then partially cover 
the pot and simmer until the 
potatoes are tender when 
pierced with a knife, about 
15 minutes, depending on 
size. Drain and cool. Halve 
the potatoes and place in a 
small bowl. Add 1 tablespoon 
of the vinaigrette and toss to 
coat. 

Arrange the lettuce leaves 
on a serving platter or in a 
large, shallow serving bowl. 
Mound the beans, potatoes, 
egg halves, cucumbers, toma- 
toes and olives in a clockwise 
fashion around the plate. 
Place the tuna in the center. 
Scatter the onions and capers 
over the salad, then drizzle 
with the dressing to your 
taste. Garnish with parsley 
and lemon zest and serve 
immediately. 


How to find the right craft for you

When Girija Kaimal is feel- 
ing anxious, she often turns to 
crochet or fabric work to bring 
herself a sense of calm. 

“T have certain patterns I love 
to do,” she says, “and it just re- 
inforces for me that all is well 
in the world, and I can still 
contribute to it in a meaningful 
way.” 

Kaimal is president of the 
American Art Therapy Asso- 
ciation, based in Alexandria, 
Virginia, and believes in the 
mental health benefits of get- 
ting creative. 

Many people have leaned 
into crafting, from knitting 
to beading to adult coloring 
books, during the pandemic. 
The stresses of the past two 
years have taken an emotional 
toll on Americans of all ages. 


“A lot of crafts also have a 
kind of repetitive, meditative 
quality to them that can be 
very soothing,” says Carolyn 
Mehlomakulu, an art therapist 
who runs a blog called Cre- 
ativity in Therapy. 

Crafting can be anything that 
activates our creative impuls- 
es, from gardening to cook- 
ing to collage-making, says 
Dr. Jeremy Nobel, a Harvard 
Medical School faculty mem- 
ber and founder of the Foun- 
dation for Art & Healing in 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 

“Any activity that engages 
our imagination, puts us in 
the moment, and allows us to 
bring forth something beauti- 
ful, provocative or compelling 
counts,” he says. 

Music lessons have also tak- 
en off during the pandemic, as 
have DIY home improvement 
projects. 


What’s more, there is always 
time to craft — even during the 
workday. 

“This may be knitting on 
your lunch break, or collaging 
while listening in on a Zoom 
call says Essence Jack- 
son-Jones of Imani Wellness 
Art & Healing in Chicago. 

How do you find the craft 
that's right for you? 

It depends on the person, and 
what makes them feel relaxed 
and in control. For some, that 
means learning something 
new. For others, it means fall- 
ing back into something famil- 
lar. 

* You can kind of feel it out;" 
suggests Caroline Tye of Dan- 
delion Art Therapy in Chica- 
go. “Does coloring feel good? 
Do watercolors feel more re- 
laxing, or does it feel too out 
of control and you’d rather use 
a pen and paper? You have to 


play around with what feels 
good with you in that moment. 
It can shift and change all the 
time, too.” 

And don’t worry about 
whether you are a “good” art- 
ist. 

“Whatever you do, whatever 
you create is fine,’ says Me- 
hlomakulu. “It doesn’t have to 
be perfect. Try to talk kindly to 
yourself. Remind yourself that 
it's OK for it to be challenging 
when you're learning some- 
thing new, and to stick with it 
and not give up on it... Try to 
just enjoy the process and have 
fun with it.” 

YouTube has thousands of 
how-to videos on everything 
from drawing to knitting to 
sewing. 

"We're all artists,’ Tye says. 
“Jump into it and you will 
increase your ability to see 
you're actually good at it.”

A record number of 
Workers are becoming 
millionaires with their 

boring 401 (k)s and IRAs 


eet the newly minted 
millionaires next door. 

They didn't put all their 
money into a Microsoft-type 
stock that made them rich. 
They didn't 
take a chance 
on speculat- 
ing in cryp- 
tocurrency 
with its crazy 
volatility 
or start a 
business that 
they then 
sold to some 
billionaire. 

No, many current million- 
aires are government work- 
ers, civil servants, educators, 
military service members 
(or retired military), manag- 
ers or co-workers clocking 
in just like you, leaving 
at the end of a shift to run 
and pick up their kids from 
school. Many never earned 
six-figure salaries. 

They've been investing for 
nearly three decades, taking 
every dollar offered by their 
employers in matching 
retirement plan contribu- 
tions. They also don't cash 
out their retirement savings 
when they change jobs. 

And, most importantly, 
they didn't let a pandemic or 
the related economic prob- 
lems, or skittish investors, 
scare them away from the 
stock market. 

In its quarterly retirement 
analysis, Fidelity Invest- 
ments reported that its 
number of IRA (individual 
retirement account) and 
401(k) millionaires hit an 
all-time high. Likewise, 
the number of millionaires 
investing in the Thrift Sav- 
ings Plan (TSP), the federal 
government's version of a 
401(k), also spiked signifi- 
cantly. 

What it tells us is that even 
amid economic uncertainty, 
people are still focused on 
their retirement savings 
goals, said Jason Jagatic, 
head of workplace thought 
leadership for Fidelity. 

Fidelity, one of the largest 
managers of workplace 
plans, reported that its 
number of 401(k) million- 
aires in the fourth quarter of 
2021 jumped 32 percent to 
442,000, up from 334,000 a 
year earlier. The number of 
IRA millionaires increased 
30 percent, from 288,300 to 
376,100, for the same time 
period. 

The number of mil- 
lionaires investing in the 
Thrift Savings Plan also 
saw surged, by nearly 50 
percent. As of Dec. 31, 
there were 112,880 TSP 
millionaires, up from 75,420 
a year ago, according to the 
Federal Retirement Thrift 
Investment Board. 

For the fourth quarter, 
account balances also bal- 
looned, Fidelity said. 

Its average 401(k) balance 
increased to a record 
$130,700 in the fourth quar- 
ter, up 4 percent from the 
previous quarter and 8 per- 
cent from a year ago. The 
average IRA balance was 
down slightly to $135,600 
for the fourth quarter com- 
pared with the third quarter. 
But IRA balances were up 
6 percent from the 2020 
fourth quarter. 

A record 38 percent 
of individuals increased 
their 401(k) contributions 
in 2021, with an average 
increase of more than 3 
percent, Fidelity said. 

It was wonderful to see 
younger Gen Z workers 
(individuals born between 
1997 and 2012) increasing 
their retirement contribu- 
tions — 53 percent increased 
their contribution rate last 
year. Investing early and 
letting compounding work 
for them is key. 

Even as the economy was 
struggling to cope with 
covid-related downturns, 
employers kept offering 
workers matching contri- 
butions to their retirement 
plans. The average employ-

er contribution last year 
reached $4,080, according 
to Fidelity. 

Still, the good news from 
Fidelity needs to be weighed 
against other data that shows 
a different situation for folks 
not benefiting from the 
stock market and employ- 
er-sponsored plans. They 
are being left behind in the 
accumulation of wealth that 
can carry them through re- 
tirement. If they don't catch 
up, they will more likely 
to be left living entirely on 
Social Security, which is 
having its own issues with 
solvency. 

“We know that many 
people are still struggling 
with the economic impacts 
of the last couple of years,” 
Jagatic said. 

Only slightly more than 
half (50.5 percent) of all 
American families have 
retirement accounts, accord- 
ing to Federal Reserve data 
from 2019, the most recent 
available. Only 34.9 percent 
of Black families and 25.5 
percent of Hispanic families 
have such accounts, com- 
pared with 57.2 percent of 
White families. 

Millions of workers 
without employer-provided 
retirement savings plans 
struggle to save for retire- 
ment or face the prospect of 
not being able to retire at all, 
according to a survey from 
Pew Charitable Trusts. 

Pew surveyed 1,000 work- 
ers who said they worked 
at nontraditional jobs — gig 
workers, freelancers, sole 
proprietors, day laborers. 
The vast majority didn’t par- 
ticipate in a workplace plan 
during the year leading up 
to the survey. 

“If given the opportunity, 
many workers will save,” 
Pew said. 

This is true. When em- 
ployers automatically enroll 
employees, they continue 
investing. The most com- 
mon default savings rate for 
auto-enrolled employees 
is 3 percent, according to 
Fidelity. But a growing 
number of companies are 
pushing this rate up. Of the 
Fidelity 401(k) plans that 
auto-enroll employees, near- 
ly 37 percent automatically 
enrolled employees at a 5 
percent or higher contribu- 
tion rate. 

There’s still an opportuni- 
ty to save for retirement if 
you don’t have a workplace 
plan. Workers can contribute 
to an IRA, with a maximum 
annual contribution for 2022 
of $6,000. If you’re 50 or 
over, you can contribute an 
additional $1,000 to an IRA 
in a catch-up contribution, 
for a total of $7,000. 

Yet, we know having the 
push from employers can 
make a huge difference. 

“With workplace plans, 

I think one of the major 
advantages often is em- 
ployers are giving matches, 
whereas you are not getting 
that match through an IRA,” 
Jagatic said. 

Although the number of 
401(k) millionaires in the 
plans that Fidelity manages 
is a relatively small per- 
centage — 2 percent out of 
20.4 million accounts — the 
growth is still staggering. 
As of Dec. 31, out of 12.3 
million IRA accounts, 3 
percent of investors had $1 
million or more. 

Many investors fear miss- 
ing out on the next great 
thing. Other investments 
such as cryptocurrency have 
a more exciting feel to them. 
“Fortune favors the brave,” 
actor Matt Damon says in 
a commercial peddling an 
app where people can trade 
digital currencies such as 
bitcoin. 

But as the Fidelity data 
shows, boring has worked 
to make a wave of workers 
wealthy in a far less risky 
way.

school guidance. 

“Throughout the pandem- 
ic, we have been committed 
to providing accurate and 
timely data to help Hoosiers 
make the best decisions for 
themselves and their fami- 
lies,’ Box said.

The Manchester University 
men’s basketball team hon-

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Bazzoni’s big night spurs Spartan women 
to victory in season finale at Anderson 


The Black and Gold held a 40-35 
rebounding advantage in the win

First-year guard Eva Bazzoni scored a 
season-high 36 points and helped guide the 
Spartans to an 82-76 victory in the team’s 
season finale at Anderson on the evening of 
Friday, Feb. 18. 

Bazzoni, from Wabash and Manchester 
High School, soared past her previous sea- 
son-high of 23 points scored in the season 
opener at Rockford back on Nov. 6. Bazzoni 
notched 26 of Manchester’s 49 points in the 
opening half. Bazzoni torched the nets in 
the opening two periods after shooting 10- 
13 from the field and 5-7 from three-point 
territory. Manchester led 49-32 at halftime. 

The first-year guard continued her hot play 
following halftime, scoring 10 clutch points 
in the final quarter. For the game, Bazzoni 
shot 13-21 from the field and was 6-10 from 
three-point range.

Needless to say, my 
daughter is sometimes jeal- 
ous of all the things Mimi 
gets. For me, it’s not about 
the money.

DEAR GRIEVING: Continue 
talking with your counsel- 
or not only about your deep 
sense of grief over the loss 
of your dad and your broth- 
er, but also about your rela- 
tionship with your mother. 
Not knowing her, I cannot 
decide whether she is deep 
into her own grief or sim- 
ply so deep into HERSELF 
that she can't relate to you. 
I am sorry you didn't men- 
tion your age or whether 
you live with her, but it's 
important that you work on 
becoming, at the very least, 
emotionally independent 
from her.

Transforma- 
tion begins when a person is 
saved, and salvation in Christ 
alone is the centerpiece of 
Christ’s church, and Jesus 
said that the gates of Hell 
would never prevail (Mat- 
thew 16:18).

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Stroud becomes second MHS wrestler 
since '84 to place in IHSAA State Finals 


Senior ends high school wrestling 
career with a record of 147-14

Dylan Stroud, of Manchester High School, 
became the second wrestler since 1984 to 
place in the IHSAA State Finals on Saturday 
when he finished 7th in the 132 Ib. weight 
class. 

Stroud, a senior, ends his wrestling career 
at Manchester with a record of 147-14 while 
finishing his regular season 38-2 with the 
two losses coming this past weekend in the 
state finals. 

For Stroud, the legacy he leaves at Man- 
chester will last far longer than the wins that 
he stacked up throughout his four-year ca- 
reer. 

“My accomplishments, the impact I put on 
the younger problem in the room and all of 
the little kids in the junior high room that 
looked up to me. Hopefully, it motivates 
them to work as hard as I've put into it and 
be better than what I did in school," said 
Stroud. 

With a decision of 9-5 on Saturday, Feb. 
19, Stroud defeated Logan Uhlman of Ad- 
ams Central to claim seventh place while 
finishing first in semi-state, first in regionals 
and first in sectional play. 

After the victory in semi-state, Stroud set 
the Wabash County record for win total 
with 145. Stroud also holds the win record 
at Manchester High School en route to three 
state finals appearances. 

Manchester head coach Byron Sweet not- 
ed that the work that was put in by Stroud

didn't come from just inside the Squire 
wrestling room but a convergence of time 
and effort throughout his four years. 

“You always say that you don't want your 
guy who does the best to not be your hard- 
est worker because you want people to see 
that to really do well, you have to be a hard 
worker," Sweet said. “Frankly, Dylan was 
a guy who worked hard every day that he 
came in in the room.” 

“He did a lot of stuff in the off-season. He 
was a guy who went to Fargo and traveled, 
wrestled with team Indiana.” 

Sweet, who has coached for 12 years 
touched on how Stroud's ability to dominate 
competition transitioned over to his ability 
to lead his senior year. 

“T think Dylan was one that taught me that 
lots of kids can grow into being a leader and 
don't just give them something they didn't 
earn. ... Make kids earn it. Even if they 
come in and they're the best thing you've 
ever seen. They still can grow as individuals 
and they can learn to be better individuals 
and better human beings." 

As a recent commit to West Liberty Uni- 
versity, Stroud plans to study general busi- 
ness and adds that his decision to wrestle 
post-high school career fueled his desire to 
finish his senior season strong. 

"A lot of it is fueled by college," Stroud 
said. “I came in ready to work, put in the 
time for it. It feels really good to get out 
there and win. Making it to state is a big 
accomplishment, especially for Manchester 
and it drives me to be the best I can be in the 
room and outside of the room.”
